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PLANNING BOARD 
NIXES ZONING 


The Wilmington Planning Board 
Tuesday night gave adverse votes 
to all zoning articles it had time 
to consider, and left two articles 
for further consideration, tonight, 
after the De Carolis real estate 
hearing in the Town Hall. 

» Downed was the controversial 
North Wilmington Development ar- 
ticle, approved by the same board 
less than a year ago, and also 


downed were the Maple Meadow 
- Main St, rezoning, and the Kil- 
marnock Road rezoning. 


Approval was given to the arti- 
cle that would put both magnetic 
and true north arrows on town 
maps, and to the new definition of 
a ‘single’ house ~ but this after a 
two hour debate. 

To be considered tonight are the 
articles for rezoning Ballardvale 
Street, and Garden Apartments, 

The Board of Appeats notified 
the Planning Board that it was with 
drawing its article, which seeksto 
broaden the powers of the Appeal 
Board, 


DISCUSSION OF TOWN MEETING 
ARTICLES BY SELECTMEN 


The annual report of the Wil- 
mington Finance Committee, now 
in the mails, predicts a tax rate 
of $39.37, based on the Town Ma~ 
nagers estimate of increased re- 
venue from taxes this year. 

The report was, indirectly the 
subject of four hours of discussion 
in the Selectmen’s meeting Monday 
night, two of which was with the 
Permanent Building Committee 
and the Finance Committee, in 
joint session, 

The meat of the discussion was 
the cost of the new proposed Town 
Hall. That part of the discussion 
could have been finished in 10 
minutes, 

Bob Michalson, Chairman of the 
PBC reported that the construction 
costs would be about $18 a square 
foot (of floor area), with 8% over 
this for the architect, With a 
‘minimum contingency’ fee of $15 
thousand, his figures came out to 
over $200,000, 

Other highlights of the Town Hall 
discussion included a statement by 
Bob Barry of the PBC that it would 
be necessary topay ‘Boston Wages’ 
because contractors were unable 
to keep employees unless this were 
done, and a warning by Selectman 
Charles Black that the area chosen 
for the town hall has a ‘water pro- 
blem’ and that it will be necessary 
to waterproof the cellar. 

Black said the building should be 
built for a town of 25,000 population 
and not 15,000, and further that it 
should be a ‘permanent memorial 
and not just a shack’, 

‘The upshot of the meeting was an 
agreement to postpone final vote 
by the town for 60 days, at which 
time a special town meeting will 
probably be held, in order to vote 
for the purchase of sites for future 
schools. (The PBC will not have 
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a report ready for the annual Town 
Meeting). 

Meanwhile it was agreed that the 
town will be asked to appropriate 
$10,000 from taxes to be used to 
prepare plans for the proposed 
Town Hall, 

There was no discussion of any 
zoning articles, in the Selectmen’s 
meeting, Discussion of the other 
articles took the last two hours of 
the meeting. 

A large part of the deliberation 
concerned the proposal to purchase 
a new ambulance, Lt. Harold Cail, 
acting Fire Chief, has proposed 
that the town purchase an $8,000 
plus International ambulance, ra- 
ther than a Cadillac, 

The Finance Committee had re~ 
commended the sum of $8000, and 
the Selectmen voted to up this to 
$11,000 on the theory that the Town 
Meeting should be given its choice- 
Cadillac, International, Chrysler, 
Dodge or Chevvy, 


Employee Insurance 

TM Bouchard reported to the 
Selectmen that Wilmington is one of 
the few communities in Massachu- 
setts which does not have an ade- 
quate insurance employee plan, 

All 14 counties have such a plan 
he said, 33 out of 39 cities have 
one, and out of 312 towns the plan is 
in effect in 182, 

It was agreed that the TM and 
Selectman Black should prepare 
cost figures for the Town Meeting,

It is impossible to ignore the growing ground 
Swell of criticism against the Board of Selectmen. 
Much of the criticism, unfortunately, is personal. 
Essentially the problem is one of erosion of public 
confidence in the Board, 

This is not really attributable to any single 
cause or circumstance, It does reflect a sub- 
stantial public concern that matters are not as 
they should be, 

One could enumerate from the past issues of 
this newspaper some of the specific criticism, but 
this too would sound like a personal attack. 

But there is the extraordinary circumstance of 
a Selectman receiving answers only from a garbled 
editorial in a throw-away newspaper, to important 
Questions on the proposed Town Hall, which she had 
submitted to the Board and Manager, Erroneously 
the Town Manager was blamed for this. 

Another case in point leading to dissatisfaction is 
that basic changes in the character of the town are 
proposed for the coming town meeting, - but without 
any public discussion. 

The Board of Selectmen has been silent most of 
the time, and when there has been discussion it has 
been in whispers or in executive session, 

For an example of a basic change, the town is 
being asked to accept a building by-law which Sel- 
ectman Brooks admits will permit the construction 
of cheap pre-fabricated housing, yet the only copies 
of this law available to the public are five, each of 
which are nailed securely to the wall. 

The proposed by-law is a volume over an inch 
thick! 

The Selectmen, and only the Selectmen are res- 
ponsible for this lack of public knowledge. 

Lloyd Bender of Salem Street has publicly chal- 
lenged this failure of leadership, He offers a clear 
cut alternative to the continuation of government by 
silence, 

Bender is young, in his thirties, He has shown 
great personal vigor and impressive performance in 
his many civic activities to date. He is especially 
well remembered for the excellent work done by the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce - a non-political group 
dedicated to public service, 

Bender has not been afraid to take positions, He 
is not afraid to speakup. His position on such issues 
as Zoning, Civil Service, Economic Development and 
Comprehensive Planning have been stated clearly 
and constructively. 

For these reasons the Town Crier has taken the 
unusual step of publicly endorsing a candidate for the

However, any local league inthe 
state which has made a study of 
zoning and has a consensus cover- 
ing density zoning may act on this 
matter. Before the local league 
can do anything in relation to this 
bill, it must receive permission 
from the state office, as this 1s 
State legislation, 

Density zoning was one of the 
topics discussed by the members 
during the league’s study of zoning 
in Wilmington, 

On this basis, the league in Wil- 
mington was able to write to our 
elected representatives in the Gen- 
eral Court informing them of our 
position on this bill. Members, 
also ,are urged to write as in- 
dividuals and are notified of the 
time for this action at meetings, 
and, if time permits, through our 
monthly bulletin,
